SERIOUSLY 

I look at the Hell In A Cell match as 
my transition into comedy. I realised I 
needed to start connecting with fans 
on a different level. I started injecting 
humour into Mankind, and that’s when 
he really took off. 

...FIND YOUR AUDIENCE 

My stand-up crowd is wrestling fans 
and people that love them enough to 
accompany them into our world. When I 
write a book people go ‘Wow! A wrestler 
wrote this!' The most surprising thing 
people say is that it’s good. I don't just get 
hit by chairs, I tell stories about getting 
hit by chairs! 


...KNOW YOUR RISKS 


I thought I was a pretty safe wrestler, 

I took a pounding but I didn't take 
extreme risks that often. I tried to avoid 
things that could compress my spine. 

...TRY NEW IDEAS 

I thought Mr Socko would be forgotten, 
it was one of those ideas you threw at 
the wall. The worst thing is to settle into 
a routine. Those who did that found 
themselves swept by the wayside. Try 
different things. 

...FIND THE FUNNY 

My stand-up show is based around 
wrestling stories. You take an event like 
Hell In A Cell - which was hideous - 
but you find a way to make the stories 
surrounding it funny. 

...HAVE NO LIMITS TO 
YOUR STORIES 

You find humour in everything. Only in 
wrestling could you have two referees 
sent home from a tour in Germany to be

HEY BRENT AND CIS! WHAT 
THE FUCK DOES STEAK 
NUMBER EIGHT MEAN? 

CIS (GUITAR): Steak Number 
Eight used to be a song 
by Brent’s brother’s band 
Voidpoint. It was written for 
the singer's eighth girlfriend. A 
few years later Brent’s brother 
died in a mysterious accident 
and we decided to keep the 
name as a matter of respect for 
his brother. Even though he’s 
not alive, he’s still here and 
made all of this possible! 

YOU GUYS ARE STILL PRETTY 
YOUNG, HAS THIS MADE 
BEING IN A BAND EASIER? 
CIS: We're pretty much all the 
same age which makes it 
easy to understand each 
other’s problems and stuff like 
that. Also we have no kids to 


look after, beards to shave or 
houses to build. 

YOU GUYS OFTEN SEEM QUITE 
ANGRY. WHY SO PISSED OFF? 

CIS: Everyone gets down or 
has problems.

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THE BLACK UGHT BURNS FRONTMAN TALKS ABOUT INSPIRING 
JCVD, AGEING GRACEFULLY AND MAKING HIS OWN SWORDS 
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HEN YOU STARTED OUT 
BLACK UGHT BURNS, 
YOUR MOUSTACHE 
WAS DRAWN ON, BUT 
IT’S BECOME THIS 
MAGNIFICENT BEARD... 
Yeah, it started as a joke, of 
painting on a moustache, and I ended up 
going for it, the old handlebar. On every tour 
we've done, I’ve started off with just the 
moustache and by the end I’ve got a beard. 

I think it’s just a case of going “Ah, fuck it.” 
And sorry if my clothes smell musty. They 
smells like Turkish coffee, I apologise. 

ALL YOUR MUSICAL PROJECTS ARE ALSO 
REALLY VISUAL. WHAT CAME FIRST? 

I was always drawing and painting as far 
back as I can recall, and I started playing 
guitar at about 12, but neither one has been 
more important than the other, they’ve just

kind of coexisted. I’ve never really gotten 
incredibly good at anything, I look at myself 
as a jack of all trades. I always want to 
leam about a lot of things - blacksmithing, 
leatherwork, welding, whatever I'm 
interested in at the time. I get to a point with 
everything where I can use it to express 
myself then I'm immediately drawn to 
something else. There’s an ancient Chinese 
martial arts saying: “Every drop of water 
poured into the bucket raises the level,” and I 
think about that as a way to live. 

YOU’VE SMITHED A BUNCHA SWORDS. 
THAT’S A HARD THING TO CASUALLY GET 
INTO, SURELY? 

I’ve been attracted to edged weapons for a 
long time, specifically from the 1500s and 
1600s and the typology of medieval swords, 
so I learned how to blacksmith 'em and 
make 'em. It’s kind of a nerdy hobby... 


NOBODY’S GONNA CALL YOU A NERD 
IF YOU’RE HOLDING A MASSIVE FUCK- 
OFF SWORD... 

That’s tme. I display them. I’ve got weapons 
racks that my wife is tiring of. She loves 
what I do, but I collect too many things. 

LIKE YOUR HUMAN SKULL COLLECTION 
(AS SEEN IN FRONT 172)? 

She doesn’t mind the skulls, but the 
taxidermy looks like it has dust and mites 
in it, so it’s getting systematically removed 
from the house. I’ve got a separate studio, 
and all of my goodies are getting moved 
there little by little, shoved into my cave. 
YOU’VE SAID YOUR NEW EP, LOTUS 
ISLAND, FUNCTIONS AS AN ALTERNATE 
SCORE TO THE FILM THE HOLY 
MOUNTAIN. THE DIRECTOR ALEJANDRO 
JODOROWSKY TOOK LOADS OF ACID 
MAKING IT, WERE YOU TEMPTED TO 
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RECREATE THAT? 

I wasn't. I’ve taken a huge amount of acid 
in my life, but I’m 38 now, and it takes a 
huge toll on you, taking copious amounts 
of LSD. I feel like I opened my third eye or 
whatever. I think it’s important for artists 
to experiment with hallucinogens because 
it opens up a part of you, and makes 
you think about life and your approach 
to different subjects in a different way. 

I wouldn’t suggest using it to the point 
where you’re living in a bronze pyramid 
in the desert and painting eyeballs on 
yourself. When people start talking about 
us being spiritual beings and energy, I’m 
like “Dude, we're a science experiment that 
got really fucking lucky, so just enjoy it!” 
YOUR ART (BORLANDGAUERY.COM) IS 
A WEIRD MIX OF REALISTIC PORTRAITS 
AND REALLY FUCKED-UP GNARLY STUFF. 
WHICH DO YOU PREFER DOING? 

I’m just starting a new series where I’m 
trying to combine the two. Whenever I 
do those insane paintings that have no 
realism, I'm painting out of my head. I 
really like life painting, and I’ve been doing 
it so much lately that soon I’ll be at the point 
where I can start painting from my head 
with enough knowledge of the human 
form and of light and shadow that it has 
some realism along with the cartooniness, I 
want to do a show of just that artwork. 

DO PEOPLE TEND TO PRE-JUDGE YOUR 
ART BECAUSE YOU’RE WES BORLAND? 

I think people have biases, certainly. I think 
Black light Bums misses a lot of potential 
fans because I’m the guitarist with the 
black eyes in the dumb costumes from 
Limp Bizkit. There’s a very narrow sliver of 
a fanbase - a lot of people that would like 
us won't give us a chance, and a lot of Bizkit 


fans will go “Oh, it sucks” because they 
want it to sound like Bizkit, which would be 
a complete waste of time. 

YOU WEAR LESS MAKEUP IN BLACK 
LIGHT BURNS - IS THAT BECAUSE IT’S 
MORE YOU? 

It’s for practical reasons too, because a lot of 
the time I’m driving the van and loading 
in and doing all these other jobs, so there's 
just not enough time. One of the reasons 
I started doing that in Bizkit was that not 
only did I find going on stage in street 
clothes a wasted opportunity, but I had all 
this time. We were getting paid substantial 
amounts of money to play shows, so we 
had a great crew and people to help us. 

With Black light we're not getting paid very 
much, so the first thing that gets cut is crew 
-1 find myself selling merch sometimes. 
The other thing is, I'm the frontman. Being 
the masked man onstage, grotesque and 
monstrous with no visible eyes, that really 
cuts the crowd off from you. Fred’s the 
mouthpiece and the frontman, and I'm 
more of a spectacle instead of a connection. 
You need to see the whites of someone’s 
eyes to connect with them, you can't just be 
a demon. You freak people out. 

WHEN DID YOU START DOING THE 
WHOLE "I’M A DEMON” THING? 

A few years into Bizkit, I got a bacterial 
infection on tour, and during a show a 
blood vessel popped in my eye. My whole 
eyeball went red as blood spread under 
the surface. It looked so cool! People were 
flipping out, because my whole eye was red 
- in the stage lights it looked black. It looked 
fucking crazy, so I got black contacts. 

HAVE YOU EVER HAD COSTUME IDEAS 
THAT WERE TOO WACKY? 

It’s usually holding back on things that 


become too encumbering so I can't move 
around. In 20101 was shooting off ideas 
-1 had a disco ball, shoulder pad armour, 
LED goggles that looked like headlights 
and a witch’s hat, and I came offstage and 
thought “Could I possibly fit any more shit 
on myself? This is ridiculous!” I was also 
screwed - my shoulder was cut up and 
bleeding and I could barely fucking move. 

So the next show I just painted myself black, 
and the top of my head white, and I was 
jumping like eight feet in the air because I 
had full-body movement back again. 

IN THE NEW UNIVERSAL SOLDIER FILM, 
JEAN-CLAUDE VAN DAMME KINDA 
STEALS THAT LOOK. 

I saw that! It could be coincidental. I 
abandoned that look a few years ago. It 
could have been taken from that but it’s 
such a simple thing, it’s not like I invented 
the microchip. I can't call plagiarism. 

WE SAW A PICTURE OF YOU WITH AN 
OCTOPUS IN YOUR MOUTH. WHY? 

We’d seen a bunch of Japanese tentacle 
pom where they fill their colons with eels 
and shit them out. There’s a whole realm of 
Japanese sealife pom - we decided to work 
with that idea. You’ve never seen that? 
YOUR SHORT-LIVED PROJECT BIG DUMB 
FACE WAS THE INSANEST THING EVER. IS 
THERE EVER GOING TO BE MORE? 
Probably not. At the time my brother and I 
were really into Mr Bungle, Ween and 
massive amounts of death metal. We had 
this thing called Goatslayer, and did 18 
albums that were fucking stupid, and Big 
Dumb Face was the commercial version, if 
you can believe that. Somebody approached 
me about doing a Big Dumb Face cartoon, 
like a Metalocalypse type thing. I can see 
that seeming neat down the road. FRONT 
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THE BEARD-AND-LIGHTNIN&COMBO IS JUST THE4ATEST IN WES’ 
ONGOING QUEST TO BE THE MOST INTERESTING MAN IN METAL

I'm a graphic artist. I hand draw and 
make screen printed artwork under 
the name Fantome. I suffer from 
recurring visions of having pens 
and pencils instead of fingers. Most 
people call me Adam. 

TALK US THROUGH A TYPICAL 
PROJECT, FROM THE INITIAL IDEA 
TO A COMPLETED PIECE. 

Right now I have a drawer full of 
notes and ideas scrawled on bits 
of paper. The process is pretty 
scattergun, Ill pick one and start 
to sketch it out. The final work is 
drawn up on A2 paper using black 
Uni Pin pens then scanned for screen 
printing. Usually Ill add a texture 
I've created or a little bit of type, I 
try to do something a little different 
with each piece. I keep the number 
of editions low and sell through my 
own site and via selected galleries. 
WHAT’S BEEN YOUR FAVOURITE 
PROJECT TO DATE? 

I painted on some trainers for a 
show in Australia, something I’d not 
done before, that was pretty fun. 

I’ve been under the radar as of late 
so I don’t get asked to do a whole lot. 
The Ex-Prime Ministers was a piece 
I really loved doing, and the Gaga 


poster -1 like to throw together 
references from pop culture. They’re 
probably the two pieces that I've 
had the most feedback from, so 
that’s cool. The Point Break reference 
seemed to draw a blank with a lot 
of people and I’m always surprised 
at the number of people who have 
never seen The Warriors movie. 
WHERE DO YOU DRAW 
INSPIRATION FROM? 

I grew up on a visual diet of 80s 
films and TV, skateboard graphics, 
colouring books, and pop art. 

This is the imagery that sticks in 
my head and forms the look of my 
work. A lot of my ideas are driven by 
a disrespect for bland spoonfed mass 
market pop culture. I can be inspired 
by things I dislike or that I disagree 
with just as easily as things I have 
a positive liking for.

(1966) 

They were this band from San Jose, 
California, that relocated to LA to 
become stars. They wore all black, had 
Beatles haircuts that they dyed black 
and wore one black leather glove. 
Legend is they tuned down to C which 
is two steps below normal tuning, it’s 
even sub-death metal tuning. The 
song that caused them to be a blip on 
the radar was Talk Talk. They were so 
strange yet musically ambitious 
without being pretentious. 

PANDA 

DUNGEN 

FOUND ON: Ta Det 

Lugnt (2004) 

They’ve got a real 60s/70s feel to them 
and the song Panda has the feel of a 
late 60s psychedelic track. The minute 
it comes on I’m just like ‘Oh my god! I 
can't believe how good this is!’ Why 
are Swedish people so fucking good? 
How can they intuitively craft these 
perfect pieces of music? 




UPSIDE DOWN 

THE JESUS AND 
MARY CHAIN 

FOUND ON: Upside 
Down single (1984) 

I remember after we'd released our 
first record we got hold of this single 
and it was like a bomb dropping, it 
was amazing. I was 21 and it 
completely matched my musical 
vision with these sheets of noise. This 
song was like a shining bright light 
going off in my head. I was doing a lot 
of psychedelic drugs at the time too, so 
that worked really well.

They’ve really grasped how a really 
good late 60s psych record sounds but 
it’s totally modern, and this song is 
beautiful. It’s like John Lennon 
singing for an amazing 60s 
psychedelic band, as opposed to a 
studio construction. I love the 
production, it has an amazing feel.

This is a really noisy song. The guitar 
player plays with a violin bow and it 
opens with the bow screeching on the 
strings - it’s really deep and pounding 
with psychedelic lyrics. This is almost 
like a mod band playing in the mod 
style but it’s so heavy. Apparently The 
Who asked the guitarist to be their 
second guitar player at some point.

I'm really into 60s music and there 
was a series of compilations of English 
stuff called Rubble, as opposed to 
Nuggets which were the US tracks, put 
out by Bam Caruso in the mid-80s.

They take 
the cheesiest sounds on the synth and 
turn it into this exotic sounding thing.

It has really 
fast Kinks-inspired stuff that’s 
amazingly melodic then simmers 
down before speeding up again. It’s 
just a good pre-punk song.

I lived in this area in Massachusetts 
that had loads of college radio in 1980. 
I’d go through the dial to find every 
station and pinpointed where all the 
stations were.

Tetras. It's bubbly and almost atonal at 
times, but it’s also really catchy. When 
you hear it you realise Sonic Youth 
were a part of something, they didn’t 
create something.

AMINGAS WE KNOW IT

The gaining plane has for a long 
time now been dominated by the Big 
Three: Microsoft, Sony and Nintendo. 
These guys have defined our gaming 
experience for the last ten years almost 
exclusively, save the recent advent of 
mobile gaming. If you wanted to be a 
maker of video games you'd have to 
study hard, go to college, pray to get a 
low-level job in an established firm and 
work your way up, perhaps hanging 
round long enough to actually get to 
be involved in designing a game. Then 
you'd have to pitch to one of the big guys 
and hope they liked it. And if they didn't, 
no new game for you. 

The Big Three control the market,

everything you as a gamer see, 
hear, look at and play. They 
own the game properties 
and even though the 
developers have come 
up with the ideas, they 
have the right to change 
whatever they fancy or 
release games, even if 
they aren't quite finished 
yet. Which frankly must 
be crushing if your name 
is attached to something 
you're not that happy 
with. And then to twist the 
dagger you have to spend time 
promoting it as you're contractually 
obliged to do so. That's gotta sting. 

Back when gaming first began 
it was the domain of the bedroom 
programmer. Anyone could get into 
programming or designing as long 
as they had patience, ability and a 
computer in front of them. As the 
money rolled in, so did big business, 
until we arrived at the closed controlled 
system we have today... 

...but that's all about to change, 
with the release of brand new indie 
consoles, with a DIY, 
punk-rock, fuck-the-big- 
guy attitude. “We want 
everyone to get involved,'' 
says Anthony Johnson, CMO 
of Gamestick, an Android-based 
portable gaming device, “So much 
so that we're prepared to open up 
our platform and content pipeline 
to anyone wanting to build their 
own hardware to access it.” 

It’s this return to openness 
that is the key to the goalposts 
changing. PC users have always 
had to power to upgrade, alter, 
change, remix, modify and 
generally get involved with their 
games, while console gamers have

had their hands tied by threats of 
voided warranties and lifetime bans 
from online services. This means 
content is fully controlled by a few 
companies, leading to the business side 
taking control over innovation and 
experimentation. So will the Big Three 
embrace this new openness? Or is it too 
hard to let go of all that power? Anthony 
says “I think they will find it difficult 
to adapt their business models to tap 
into the affordable gaming market. 

Can elephants jump? We’ll have to wait 
and see. We want to see a wave like 
the birth of mobile gaming 
- new developers as well 
as established development 
houses that are tired of the costs 
and restrictions of the traditional 
console market.” 

Do indies even need the 
Big Three anymore? With the 
popularity of Kickstarter funding 
for indie titles, digital distribution 
and promotion, and the industry 
taking note with indie game 
Journey bagging five BAFTAs last 
month, might this hark the end 
of the tri-monopoly mt? As 
everyone knows, no-one ever 
really wins at Monopoly...

Nothing beats the unveiling 
of a new console. I was lucky 
enough to be there at E3 
when they pulled the cloth 
off the 360, PS3 and Wii for 
the first time.

Mario running around in 
3D for the first time on the 
N64 was a jaw-dropping 
moment. 

WHAT DO YOU THINK 
ABOUT THE CONTROL 
GAMES JOURNALISTS ARE 
PUT UNDER? 

I think it’s inevitable. Major 
games are now multi¬ 
million pound productions 
and the marketing is 
almost as important as the 
end product in terms of 
success. Our access to them 
is controlled, but certainly 
no more than in the film 
industry. The interesting 
shift for games media, 
though, is gamers need 


more help to discover great 
games than ever, so there’s a 
vital role for us there. 

HOW DO YOU THINK THE 
NEW CONSOLES COMING 
OUT WILL AFFECT THE 
GAMES INDUSTRY? WILL 
IT CHANGE ANYTHING? 
Absolutely everything is 
up for grabs. The games 
industry has already been 
shaken out of its stable orbit 
by iOS and Steam, digital 
distribution and the return 
of the PC. No one can predict 
how things will look in 
four or five years, so it’s an 
exhilarating if uncertain 
time to be a gamer. 

WILL IT CREATE A NEW 


GENERATION

ENTHUSIASTS? 

It’s already 
happening. The 
education system needs to 
help with proper computer 
science but Raspberry Pi 
and online courses mean 
anyone can be a creator as 
well as a consumer. 

WILL VALVE BE ABLE 
TO PERSUADE NON-PC 
GAMERS TO TAKE IT UP? 

If the Steam Box is the right 
product, definitely. The PC is 
already a huge platform for 
casual gamers. But watch 
out for what Apple decide to 
do in your living room too. 
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♦ Probably the most anti¬ 
establishment out of all 
the consoles, the Ouya really is 
attempting to stick it to the man. 
The console firstly doesn’t require 
a development kit, which means 
anyone can make a game for it. Not 
only that but anyone can make an 
Ouya console. If you contact them 
they’ll send you the schematics so 
that you can build your own one 
Blue Peter stylee. Can you imagine 
Nintendo doing that? 

The Ouya might be small, but 
it’s one of the mightier of the 
new wave consoles, dwarfing the 
Gamestick in power, graphics and 
Kickstarter funding. (Ouya has the 
second highest revenue ever earned 
on the crowd-funding platform to 
the tune of $8.6 million.) Not only 
will it play Ouya games on your TV, 
you’ll also be able to stream games 
using OnLive and Twitch TV. Plus all 
games will be free to try. All for the 
low console price of £99. 
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♦ Valve make some of the world’s 
most beloved gaming franchises 
and are almost singularly responsible 
for this shift in gaming thanks to 
their online digital distribution store, 
Steam. Steam users total around 50 
million, which is way heftier than 
Xbox live’s 40 million or E A’s Origin 
service's 30 million (and that’s with 
all the unsubtle pressure of E A trying 
to force you to join). Those numbers 
show Valve’s power and insight into 
the future gaming market, so when 
they announce a PC console, everyone 
sits up and listens. 

Valve aims to make PC gaming as 
easy as console gaming, by creating 
Steam Boxes with standardised specs 
called Good, Better and Best, with 
Good more aimed at a streaming 
device and Best being a mega PC to 
blow all console gamers' minds. This 
is the XI3 version - Valve’s own one's 
not been shown yet.

What’s most interesting about 
this is that the Gamestick console 
itself is the size of a USB stick, which 
you plug into your TV's HDMI port.
